The reply filed on Nov 27, 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

(1) There is no statement identifying the species upon which the newly added 
claims 39-44 read. See the restriction requirement of Mar. 10, 2006 at page 3, and 
MPEP 809.02(a). 

(2) The remarks lack a discussion of the patentability of the newly added claims, 
particularly independent claims 42-44. 37 CFR 1.1 11(b) is specific on this matter: "The 
reply must present arguments pointing out the specific distinctions believed to render 
the claims, including any newly presented claims , patentable over any applied 
references" (emphasis added).
